A marathon meeting to 
reopen negotiations at La 
Presse has ended in a 
stalemate. The meeting, 
featuring Quebec Labour 
Minister Jean Cournoyer, star- 
ted Friday night and lasted 
through Saturday. 

According to the Common 
Front of the Confederation of 
National Trade Unions (CNTU) 
and the Quebec Federation of 
Labour (QFL), the deadlock oc- 
curred in spite of a major con- 
cession made by the journalists 
union of the CNTU, whose con- 
tract seemed to be the most dif- 
ficult to negotiate. The jour- 
nalists were willing to submit 
those clauses of their contract 
dealing with professional status 
to an arbitration board, . whose 
decisions would be final. La 
Presse refused this proposal. 

According to spokesmen for 
the Common Front, La Presse 
claimed that the only thing it 
wanted was the immediate 
return to work of the one 
thousand workers which it had 
so recently thrown into the 
street. Claude Beauchamp, 
spokesman for the CNTU, fore- 
sees the next move coming 
from the president of Power 
Corporation: a statement from 
Paul Desmarais probably an- 
nouncing the permanent 
closing of the daily newspaper. 

Paul Demarais himself atten- 
ded the meeting Friday night 



called by CNTU president Mar- 
cel Pepin. 

After the rejection of a 
previous offer of mediation from 
the government by 82 percent of 
CNTU workers, a new govern- 
ment offer was tabled Friday 
night. It provided for an im- 
mediate return to work on Mon- 
day, and intensive negotiations 
on the clauses of the contract 
on which no agreement has 
been reached. 

The new government offer 
also called for the formation of a 
three-member arbitration board 
to study the "professional" 
clauses of the contract. 

The CNTU and QFL represen- 
tatives were willing to submit to 
these recommendations which 
are in effect a compromise of 
their earlier, demands. But La 
Presse refused to negotiate on 
these terms. 

"We thought we had done our 
part to end the stalemate", the 
representatives said, "but La 
Presse simply isn't Interested. 
With a little good faith we could 
easily have settled everyone's 
contract, even the ones where 
the least progress has been 
•made". 

The Common Front sees as 
its only alternative a general 
strike by the some 220,000 
workers in the CNTU and QFL. 
If they receive the support of the 
Quebec Teachers' Corporation

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Government 
deports 
Haitian 
student 



The federal government has 
served another deportation or- 
der on a politically active 
student in Quebec. This time 
the Immigration Department 
has begun proceedings against 
Carlos Bouchereau, a Laval 
University student born in Haiti. 

The charges are the same as 
those brought against Subir 
Roy, a former McGill student, 
earlier this year. The grounds 
for the deportation are 
Bouchereau's arrest and Im- 
prisonment for involvement in a

Maoist demonstration this sum- 
mer, and the fact that he is not a 
Canadian citizen. 

On May 20, to mark the an- 
niversary of Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung's call to the people of the 
world to "unite and defeat U.S. 
imperialism and all its running 
dogs," he participated in a 
démonstration against 
American aggression in In- 
dochina. 

The demonstrators were am- 
bushed by police while on their 
way to the American consulate 
and systematically beaten. They 
fought back with the poles they 
had used for their banners. 

Bouchereau was arrested 
with the others and charged 
with having participated in a 
violent and illegal demon- 
stration (demonstrators did not 
have the demonstration permit 
which Drapeau has used to cur- 
tail political activism in Mon- 
treal). 

Bouchereau was also 
charged with having attempted 
to puncture the tires of police 
vehicles by placing nails in front 
of them. 

He was sentenced to two 
months' imprisonment although 
the police were unable to prove 
the latter charge. 

Bouchereau left Haiti at the 
age of six. He studied in France 
and then in the Congo when the 
closing of Kinshasa University, 
followed by the killing of 
Marxists and other opponents of 
a military dictatorship there, in- 
terrupted his studies. 

A year ago he visited Quebec 
while on his way to France to 
continue his education. 

Here he was impressed with 
"the friendship which the 
people of Quebec have for 
national •minorities" and 
decided to enrol at Laval. 

During his stay in Quebec he

learnt of the long history of 
fights by the Quebec people, 
first against British colonial 
rule, and later resistance to U.S. 
corporate control. 

He also learnt about 
discrimination against racial 
minorities in Quebec and 
Canada, encountering the same 
racism at the hands of powerful 
economic and political forces 
that other foreign students from 
Africa, "Asia and Latin America 
have experienced. 

These experiences strength- 
ened his convictions about the 
need to take action against this 
sort of oppression. He sees the 
need for a "militant* unity bet- 
ween the people of Quebec and 
the national minorities" if 
liberation is to be achieved. 
With other militants, he has 
studied the writings of Mao Tse- 
tung. 

"My .déportation Is political," 
commented Bouchereau when 
Interviewed. "The criminal 
charge is a camouflage since 
they are deporting me. If they 
were really honest, they'd try to 
charge me with sedition." 

Bouchereau compared the 
Quebec police to the Tonton 
Macoute of Haiti who are used 
by Duvalier to suppress all 
political opposition to his 
regime. 

But, "deportations like mine 
will not stop the struggle of the 
people of Quebec to free them- 
selves from the domination of 
American Imperialists and their 
lackeys. The Quebec struggle 
is part of an irresistible world- 
wide trend of revolution." 

Bouchereau is convinced that 
the Blacks in North America will 
play an important role in the 
downfall of imperialism. 

"Chairman Mao says that the 
evil conditions of imperialism 
arose out of the exploitation of 
racial groups. It is these groups 
that will bring about its eventual 
destruction. 

"It is not the people who are 
afraid of American imperialism, 
it Is American imperialism that 
is afraid of the people. 

"The people are angry. They 
are full of revolutionary energy. 
And as racism and political 
repression escalates, the reac- 
tionaries are trying to create 
ethnic civil wars." 

In Quebec especially, "The 
Québécois have a long tradition 
of struggle against colonialism 
and imperialism and putting 
Mao Tse-tung thought into prac- 
tice will raise the struggle to a

VANCOUVER (CUP) Thursday

Goyer 
agent 
found 
out 



HALIFAX (CUP) - Solicitor 
General Jean Pierre Goyer's 
Security Services Department 
was hard at work in Halifax 
recently when one of its agents 
was found out. 

Dave MacKinnon, a well 
known figure in left wing circles 
was recently exposed as a con- 
scious paid SS agent. He was a 
member of the New Morning 
Collective, one of the 
organizations Goyer said the SS 
would Investigate. 

MacKinnon started working 
for the security and Intelligence 
branch of the RCMP In June 
1971. At that time, the central 
staff of New Morning in Halifax, 
. and the leadership of the Par- 
tisan Party in Vancouver and of 
Red Morning in Toronto, knew 
of his activity. 

He was supposed to be 
operating as a double agent, 
giving only' general information 
on the Left to the SS and collec- 
ting information about the 
security force for future use by 
the Left. 

Because of his practice, New 
Morning came to the conclusion 
that MacKinnon Is either a con- 
scious police agent, or is so 
"screwed up" that he must be 
treated as an agent. 

One example they cited was 
the 'Eastern Front* which 
MacKinnon allegedly • In- 
stigated. The small group was 
responsible recently for 
throwing a molotov cocktail into 
a Halifax federal government of- 
fice building. New Morning 
denounced the act and the 
group as adventuristic. 

This criticism and others ex- 
tended to MacKinnon himself. 
He was accused of being both 
"adventuristic and a 
provocateur". The latter ac- ' 
cusation fits well with a police 
agent's actions in attempting to 
discredit the Left. MacKinnon 
was also exposed because his 
stories of his other activities and 
information he had could not be 
coordinated with other Infor- 
mation New Morning received. 

As a result of MacKinnon's 
actions the New Morning press 
release urged that "the Left in 
Canada do not deal with 
MacKinnon as he cannot b« 
trusted."'

(CEQ), about a quarter of a 
million strikers in all would par- 
ticipate. 

Polling of the workers is still 
taking place, and until this is 
completed, no final decision 
can be made. In addition to sup- 
port from the QFL and the CEQ, 
the CNTU hopes to have the 
backing of the powerful. 
Metalworkers Union, whose 
decision will be made known 
Wednesday following their two 
day conference in Montreal. 

The proposed date and other 
particulars, such as the length 
of the strike — an hour or a day 
— will be made public in about 
ten days. Strong support of the 
general strike has already been 
voiced by the workers. Of the fif- 
teen thousand CNTU members 
consulted so far, over 90 per 
cent have come out in favor of 
the strike. 

The militancy of the workers 
of the Common Front has grown 
as the result of repressive 
measures taken by Drapeau in 
the October 29 La Presse 
demonstration, tactics con- 
sistent with those used in past 
labour disputes InQu'ebec.

Its 
aim is to correct the attitudes of 
those who frown on 
homosexuality as due to their 
being "normal"; and those who 
are uncomfortable with their 
own homosexuality. 

Let us examine heterosexual 
ove for a moment. An individual 
will find himself physically and - 
psychically attracted to one of 
the opposite sex. He will then 
attempt to make contact with 
his love object In such a manner 
as to go further than an 
acquaintanceship, i.e., the male 
will date a female and soon. Un- 
doubtedly, both individuals here 
share mutkal affection and as a 
consequence they will manifest 
their feelings physically. 
Ultimately, given the correct 
conditions, this will lead to in- 
tercourse and an even stronger 



bond between the two. Surely 
no one can raise objections to 
this course of events. 

Looking at homosexuality, we 
have a parallel situation with an 
adjustment in some of the fac- 
tors. That is, the physical 
element in the attraction may be 
stronger than the emotional one, 
the incubation period leading to 
a total sexual encounter may be 
considerably shorter, and the 
form of such involvement is 
necessarily different. 

My argument is that both 
systems above are bona fide 
versions of the phenomenon 
called human love.

Wants gay contacts 

Sir, 

I'd like to respond to the let- 
ters recently written by two gay 
males. I'm also gay— I've 
come out only about a year ago 
after having tried unsuc- 
cessfully to deny and disguise 
my feelings to the men I've felt 
attracted to. The experience of 
GLF in the States first made me 
realize that I was not alone, 
there were others with exactly , 
the same (if not more) 
alienations and repressions I've 
had to face all my life. Since 
then, I've tried in some way to 
reclaim that part of myself 
which I had for so long been 
terrified to confront. 

So I'm addressing this to the 
authors of those two previous 
letters, because I'm more in- 
terested in relating to people of 
my experience rather than to 
those who have tried to 
repudiate it. 

Perhaps the most difficult " 
thing for me to face now is that 
gay life in Montreal is still 
restricted to the round of gay 
bars, cruising areas, 
"tearooms", and the rare "lover" 
relationships that are 
sometimes found. We have not 
yet rçiade the kind of com- 



munity, though, that gays in the 
States have attempted and are 
still struggling to build. There 
are as yet no gay dances, no 
gay activities which would draw 
us together in some way. So 
we're left with what we've 
always had— our gay friends (or 
contacts) plus all the straights 
that we've grown up with and 
still feel close to. Yet there's no 
real sense of belonging to a 
culture or community which 
would involve us deeply. 

Obviously, I don't know where 
to go from here. I would like at 
some point, though, to ex- 
perience a consciousness- 
raising group where gays who 
perhaps never knew each other 
before would discuss the kinds 
of fears they have which block 
them from relating to someone 
else. 

- If the author of "A Delicate 
Subject" is still willing, I'd like 
to tell him something of the gay 
life In Montreal — since I don't 
think that information should be 
published in the Dally, which 
responds predominately to' 
straights. But I hope that others 
would also be interested in get- 
ting together, because his letter 
could have been written rea//y 
by any one of us. Perhaps then 
we won't need a straight 
newspaper to communicate our 
experience, we'll no longer 
have any use of those closets of 
anonymity.

Of peers and friends ...

Sir. 

Some writers in the McGIII 
Dally have chosen to make a set 
of completely unsupported 
allegations about the 
procedures and criteria used by 
the Department of Sociology to 
decide on the possible reap- 
pointment of Professor Marlene 
Dixon. Since these allegations 
could do serious disservice to 
the department and to Professor 
Dixon, I would, as a member of 
the committee, like to set the 
record straight. 

The department uses three 
criteria to evaluate candidates 
' for reappointment or promotion: 
teaching ability, contribution to 
- sociological knowledge through 
publications, and sharing in the 
departmental administration. It 
was on the basis of these 
criteria that a' decision was 
made to recommend reappoint- 
ment. That there were doubts 
about Professor Dixon's perfor- 
mance In each of these areas, 
and that there were 
disagreements among the 
members of the committee can- 
not be denied. But the commit- 
tee refused to make a decision 
until it was sure that it had all 
the available evidence and the 
members' minds were at rest. 
No formal or informal recom- 
mendation or pressure was ever 
received from any member of 
the McGill administration. It is a 
rank disservice to Professor 
Dixon to suggest that she was 
reappointed on such grounds. 

The procedure by which the 
department reviewed Professor 
Dixon's record and prospects 
were (sic-ed.) entirely 
democratic, fair, and pain- 
staking. The committee 
operated according to a 
detailed set of rules developed 
and adopted by the whole 
department last year- and 
available to everyone. These 
rules included: the requirement 
that every member of the depart- 
ment who was senior to the 
candidate in terms of rank or 
service with over six months 
service in the department 
should be a member of the com- 
mittee; as well as the rule that 
the candidate was permitted to 
add to the committee as full 
voting members two other 
department members of her 
own choice. The intent of these 
two rules is to be absolutely 
certain that the candidate is 
evaluated by both her peers and 



her friends. 

The rules also specify that if 
there is any evidence that the 
committee is moving towards 
an unfavourable decision, the 
candidate should be Informed of 
the objections in writing and In- 
vited to appear before the com- 
mittee and present evidence on 
her behalf. Professor Dixon did 
nominate her own members to 
the committee, did appear 
before the committee to state 
her position, and did present ad- 
ditional evidence on her behalf. 

All of the required procedures 
were followed in meticulous 
detail and the committee met 
for five sessions, each of great 
length, during which evidence 
from students and from 
professional colleagues outside 
the university was considered. 
At no time in the entire 
proceedings were Professor 
Dixon's politics or right to 
dissent an issue, they were 
neither challenged or defended. 
The committee was entirely 
concerned with making a fair 
and democratic assessment of 
her past and potential con- 
tributions to sociological 
knowledge, graduate and un- 
dergraduate teaching, and to 
the shared administration of the 
department. It Is to her credit 
that on these grounds a majority 
of the committee recommended 
her reappointment.

Stop press! 
Capitalists persecuted! 

Sir, 

The Dally, it is true, Is not 
generally known for its impar- 
tiality. But the headline on page 
three of the Dally of November 
24, "Racist forced into the 
open", Is so false as to warrant 
a protest. 

The headline clearly does not 
reflect the facts presented in the 
article beneath It. In the article, 
it is stated, "The professor, In 
defending his position said that 
he opposed apartheid — but 
that the overthrow of the govern- 
ment would result in millions of 
deaths, mainly Black." Further- 
more, the article states that the 
charge of racism against Dr. 
Hilborn came about as a result 
of an article by him in th'e Lon- 
. don Free Press wherein he ex- 
presses the view that "the best 
way. to end the apartheid system 
in that country was by a process 
of 'erosion'." 

"This could best be accom- 
plished," the article went on, 
"by increasing the prosperity of 
the White ruling class in South 
Africa. This would create a 
demand for more skilled labour 
which would in turn lower 
unemployment among Blacks 
while increasing their standard 
of living and ultimately their 
political power." 

Apparently, a group of 
militant students alleged that 
Dr. Hilborn's unorthodox 
solution to the apartheid 
problem constituted proof of 
racism. Apparently, the Daily's 
headline writer concurred. 

If the article that sparked the 
controversy is the same one that 
appeared in July, 1971 issue of 
Canada Month under the title 
"Leftist-liberal fanaticism and 



the real South Africa", then the 
statement in the Daily's article 
that "this could best be accom- 
plished by Increasing the 
prosperity of the White ruling 
class in South Africa" is 
misleading. The direct quote 
from Dr. Hilborn's article reads, 
"In August 1970, In Cape Town, 
I Interviewed a strongly anti- 
apartheid Western ambassador 
who contended that the best 
way to erode the rigidities of 
South Africa's present racial 
policy was to stimulate her 
economic activity. Growth of the 
economy aggravates the shor- 
tage of white labor, thus putting 
pressure on the authorities to 
admit more non-whites to jobs 
requiring skill." 

Hilborn goes on to say, "Even 
on non-economic grounds the 
anti-apartheid ambassador saw 
a strong case against the 
'polecat strategy' of trying to cut 
South Africa off from the world. 
The ambassador's view is 
shared by George F. Kennan. It 
is on isolation, says Kennan, 
that 'reactionary and racist ten- 
dencies within South African' 
society positively thrive'." 

The students who interpreted 
Dr. Hilborn's view as racist are 
now demanding he be fired by 
the University of Western On- 
tario. Dr. Hilborn is not even ac- 
cused of discriminatory 
marking against Black students 
(which would constitute a valid 
criterion for firing him) as was 
the case with the charges 
against Perry Anderson at Sir 
George a few years ago. No, it 
is demanded that he be fired 
merely for his unorthodox 
vlewsl And the charge of racism 
Is so wishy-washy as to be 
almost laughable. What then, is 
the real antagonism towards Dr. 
Hilborn by the militant students 
(and by the Daily headline 
writer)? It Is because Dr. 
Hilborn is a right-winger, an ad- 
vocate of capitalism. It Is a 
blatant example of political per- 
secution. If the Da/7y is truly sin- 
cere (and consistent) In Its op- 
position to firing professors for 
political reasons, then I 
challenge the Dally to actively 
defend Dr. Hilborn's right to 
maintain his job as history 
professor at Western. (However, 
I do not expect that the Daily will 
accept my challenge for the left 
is not particularly noted for its 
sincerity and consistency, 
especially consistency.) How 
about you, Marlene? You've just 
been through the traumas of 
alleged political persecution. 
Will you come to Dr. Hilborn's 
defense? 

I. have a copy of the Canada 
Month article I mentioned and I 
will gladly obtain permission 
from the parties concerned for 
the Dally to publish it in the in- 
terests of objectivity, thus let- 
ting each individual judge the 
merits (and/or demerits) of the 
article for himself.

in Chad 




(Editor's note: It's pretty com- 
mon In this country to hear 
people sit around discussing 
where "the next Vietnam" will 
be. There are a lot of people In 
other countries, countries that 
many Americans have never 
even heard of, for whom that 
question would seem almost 
ludicrous — because as far as 
they can tell they're In the mid- 
dle of "another Vietnam" right 
now. For Instance In Africa 
alone, people In Angola, 
Mozambique, Guinea (Bissau), 
Eritrea, Namibia, and Chad have 
been fighting for their Indepen- 
dence for almost 10 years.) 
FORT LAMY, CHAD (LNS) Just 
about nobody In America even 
knows that Chad exists. Yet this 
huge country with its population 
of three ànd a half million 
people has been torn apart by à 
war since 1965 and has seen 
French troops return to their for- 
mer colony to defend the gover- 
nment of President Francois 
Tombalbaye against guerrillas 
of the Chad National Liberation 
Front (FROLINAT). 

Occasionally, Chad does 
make it into the news for a day 
or two. In October 1970, eleven 
French soldiers were killed In 
an ambush," ten others were 
wounded, and there was a brief 
flurry of interest — largely 
because people in France star- 
ted complaining loudly and 
igrily about being involved In 
another Vietnam" and "another 
Algeria" that they didn't know 
anything about. 

Suddenly people realized that 
there were close to three 
thousand French soldiers 
already fighting in Chad to 
defend a government which 
even conservative newspapers 
have admitted is repressive and 
non-representative. 

The Tombalbaye govern- 
ment's blatantly discriminatory 
policies toward the largely 
Islamic population in the nor- 
thern part of the country (where 
only 5% of the population has 
received any education as op- 
posed to 75% in the south) 
sparked an uprising that has by 
now engulfed the entire nation. 

So, for a few days in October 
1970, Chad got an inch or two in 
the New York Times, with 
stories datelined out of Paris.

Then the news blackout came 
down again. 

An American woman who 
recently traveled in Africa told 
us how she discovered the war 
In Chad: 

When we left Congo- 
Brazzaville, we stopped In 
Chad. Now, I didn't know 
anything about Chad before we 
went to Africa. I didn't know 
there 'was a war going on there 
or anything. 

I got off the plane at Ft. Lamy 
(the capital of Chad) and it was 
like 102 degrees and we were 
walking around. Well, I like the 
sun, so I wanted to stay outside 
the airport building and sit, but 
this dude with a gun comes over 
and he says, "go Inside, interdit, 
interdit." And I go In. 

The airport is swarming with 
white mercenaries — French 
ones, German ones, American 
ones, British ones, Australian 
ones, Israeli ones, and they've 
all got their berets and their 
guns and their hand-grenades 
and their bandoliers. They're all 
sitting in the bar there at the air- 
port, drinking. 

. The whole scene was out of 
one of these French Foreign 
Legion movies. 

So we started talking to them, 
you know, asking "What's so 
important about Chad?" And 
they said, "The uranium — 
Chad has some of the biggest 
deposits of uranium in the 
world." Of course they want 
Because Chad doesn't 
thing else. It's a big, 



flat, empty, dry, dead country 
right near the equator. 

They keep trying to shuck it 
off as a religious war, saying it's 
the Christians against the 
Moslems, but that's not what's 
happening at all. There's a 
revolutionary liberation struggle 
going on. 

There's no information about' 
Chad that gets into this country 
at all, nobody's hardly heard of 
Chad, they don't oven know 
where it Is. I mean, I knew pretty 
much where a lot of things were 
in Africa, but I -didn't know 
anything about Chad. When 
they told me there Is a full-scale 
war going on in Chad like the 
Vietnam war, using NATO 
weapons and CIA aid, it blew 
my mind. 

People in Chad probably wish 
they'd never heard of the United 
States either. Just because the 
American people have never 
heard of Chad, doesn't mean 
the American government 
hasn't got a big hand in what's 
going on. 

Most of the weapons used by 
the Chad government and the 
French troops come from NATO 




and American advisors in the 
Congo-Kinshasa (which recen- 
tly changed its name to Zaire 
but . remains the biggest U.S. 
client state in Africa) have 
trained Chadian troops In coun- 
ter-guerrilla techniques picked 1 
up in Vietnam. 

Here, In a statement released 
by FROLINAT, a deserter from 
the Chadian Army describes his 
training as a paratrooper- 
commando officer. 

Contrary to government 
representations of the war as a 
strictly religious/regional con- 
flict, the deserter is from the 
southern part of the country. . 
■ CELESTIN N., 21, leader of a 
group of paratrooper- 
commandos: 

I enlisted in the army of Chad 
on October 20, 1969. 

On October 29, 1969, we left 
Fort Lamy by plane at five in the 

Our contingent was made up 
of three hundred recruits to 
receive training as para- 
commandos. Six months later, a 
second group of fifty recruits 
arrived. 

Our training camp was 
located north of Kinshasa at 
Kassai and was under American 
command. Most of the military 
instructors were Israelis. There 
wasn't a single Congolese 
among them. 

So we had training (both 
theoretical and practical) as 
para-commandos for anti- 
guerrilla warfare. In addition, 
they taught us techniques of tor- 



ture for interrogating captured 
guerrillas. 

We used French, Belgian, 
Israeli and American weapons. 

When our training was com- 
pleted, we each received a 
Belgian-made automatic 
weapon, we got 16 American- 
-ade bazookas, and UZZI 
machine pistols (made in 
Israel). 

On October 3, 1970, we retur- 
ned to Fort Lamy by airplane. 

As soon as we arrived we 
were sent out on an operation. 
When we made a parachute 
jump, 80 of us were seriously 
hurt when We hit the ground 
(with broken limbs) and were 
unable' to fight. Twenty were 
killed during a firelight with 
FROLINAT guerrillas. 

At about the same time, ten 
others deserted to seek refuge 
in the countries that neighbour 
on Chad. 

After that, we were sent off to 
the central eastern part of the 
country to re-establish order. 

We already explained that we, 
didn't understand what we were 
ghting for. When we first retur- 
ned to the country, President 
Tombalbaye told us that the 
purpose for our training was to 
defend Chad against foreign in- 
vaders. But we found ourselves 
fighting against Chadians. 

Our enemies, they knev 
they were fighting for. We I 
nothing. 

That is why I deserted the 
government army with my 
whole group and all their 
weapons to join our 
revolutionary brothers in 
FROLINAT. The principles 
which guide FROLINAT are just. 
They trace a path for national 
unity and renovation for Chad. 

The Chadian Army has very 
poor morale for all sorts 
reason 

They find themselves fighting 
against Chadians committed to 
an ideal instead of against a 
foreign army and bands of ban- 
dits. They are weary of this war 
between Chadians. In addition, 
many of the men in my group 
were sickened by the colonialist 
behavior of the French military 
advisors who have no respect 
for our men and pay no attention 
to Chadian officers.

Unfortunately, this 
was not, the case* last Friday 
night as Loyola trimmed McGill 
52-39 in a dull display of basket- 
ball. 

A crowd of 300 people saw 
McGill jump Into an early lead 
when Phil Thompson drove on 
Loyola's Wayne Hussey and 
sank a beautiful left-hand layup. 
Led by John Naponick, McGill's 
zone defence looked good as 
Loyola couldn't find the range. 
Naponick continually stuffed 
any Warrior who had a notion of 
scoring from in close. - 

However this couldn't last 



forever, and after five and a half 
minutes had elapsed Loyola's 
first basket came from the 
hands of Hussey. This made the 
score 9-2 for McGill and 
seemed to Ignite the west end 
men. They began double 
teaming the ball handler which 
led to some key turnovers. 
McGill and Loyola exchanged 
baskets with Kit Kennard sup- 
plying the Redmen firing power. 
The big man did a great job of 
getting Into the clear where 
McGill's guards could feed him. 

Late in the first half McGill 
suffered a crushing blow. While 
driving to the basket Joe Prah 
collided with Loyola's Bob 
Breen.
